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1, I I asked GOLDFINCH to consider v/ays and 
meansnjy^hich v;e could harass selected 
intellif;;encc officers in’ the l^Assinn community, 
mainly witli a viev/ to forcinc the v;ithdrawal 
of selected individuals. GOLDFINCH considered 
the matter and gave us his viev/s on two 
cassettes of tape. The following is a distilled 
oocount of his views. 


2. In distinguishing hetY/een the intelligence 
community and the rest of the mission GOLDFINCH 
refers to the non-intelligence officers of 
both the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade as "the clear community", 
and this will be used in the following notes. 

• 5. GOLDFINCH isolates the susceptibilities 
of ‘.intelligence officer: and others into the 
three great evils of drink, women and money, and 
they are dealt with below in this order. ^ 

Drink 

4. A fair amount of Russian drink ,• vodlra, 

. v/inos and spirits-is sold through the Co-Operative 
shop, but it is alv/ays limited in order to 
• reduce the amount of drinking which is always 

a problem within a Ru.ssian community. Nevertheless 
■ it is fairly readily available and the selling' 
of such drink to locals . would be a, 

'major crime. From time to time lOs v/ould give 
presents of such drink, but in this case an 
official note v/ould bo made of it, and i t v/ould 
not therefore be possible for anyone found 
selling to non-Russians to got away v/ith it. A 
very damaging ploy would be to suggest that an 
Intelligence Officer had bought electronic radio 
equipment or cameras through selling Russian liquor 
to the locals.-

5 . The KGB and GRIJ have acccGO to local ‘ • 

'* wj.ne and spirits throviRh the KGB canteen. 

TJicse are sold at very reduced rates. From 
time to time the "clear coniimmity" will ask 
IOg to buy such, drdnlc for theni and this is 
sometjjncs done but not always. There is not 
unnaturally a certain amount of resentment at 
the facilities available to the lOs ,* if 
tliere.fox’e an 10 were sold Hi-Fi equi.pjnent 
■ at a very cheap rate and it .was then put 
about that he had obtained it through selling 
off drink from the KGB canteen, the results 
might be spectacular. It v/ould not be 
possible to check on the disposal of the drink ,* 
and it would of course be advisable that no 
receipts were given for the electronic equipment. 

6. ■ A' number of STD officers spend time in 
trying to get invitations from their colleagues 
to join them in visits to local . firms. This 
is done in the hope of getting free boose or 
presents and it might be possible on occasions 
to exploit this by passing stories through the 
officer's "clear" superiors or the Party 
organisation. 

7 . Straight drinking is accepted within the 

Soviet community, and druiUceiiness is not a 
crime. • V^hat would however be damaging v/ould 
be any question of complaints from neighbours v 

or stories in the press about v/ild parties i 

and bottle throwing (apparently a common Russian j 

sport); If the stories could be substantiated ! 

by the production of Russian bottles then so

8. The general Russi.an attitude over women ■ • 

is that it is t]Ve fools tliat get cauglit and, ;

9 . There is. of co\irse a good deal of assorted ] 
sex within the Itussian community, and provided 
that* this is reasonably discreet no-one v/ill pay 
too much attention to it. If matters hov/ever, 
get out of hand and there is any danger of a 
public scandal, then people are sent home. 
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■* 10. 0\itside the Soviet community thinpo ore 
different, nnd in theory nny re lotion;;}! ip with 
a local woman would lead to tlio repatriation 
of the official concerned. The intellin;ont KGB 
officer will of course declare }iis intci’est in a 

• woman by sufjcestinf; that she is a potential 

intolliGcnce reemit’, and provided he has 
already reported this contact lie can usually 
cot away vhLth it, provided again that reasonable 
discretion is shown. • 

11. If a Russian 10 v;ere to cause a girl to 
become pregnant then tJie matter would- be treated 
very very seriously. This would be even more '* 
important if the girl attempted to demand 
marriage or to be taken to Ibissia. A careful 
and detailed investigation would be mounted and 
of course t}ie officer might get away with it in 
. the end. It v;ould hov/ever stop any intelligence 
work by the officer concerned, and even an unproven 
rumour of this nature might hang over the 

• individxial concerned for sometime. It v/ould be 

very important in circumstances such as this 
for rumours to be passed*-durjugh the "clear . 

• community" or the Party organisation. If it 
, were to go straight to the KGB they v/ould 

certainly investigate the matter, but on the 
whole they would probably try to hush it up. 


12. GOLDFINCH stressed the obsession of the 
Soviet community with saving money at all costs. 
This is normally provided for in the purchase 
of various saving certificates which can be 
cashed, eitlier in this country or in Russia. 
Hov;ever almost all Soviet families in diplomatic 
posts devote a largo part of their efforts to 
the acquisition of either large sums for the 
pui’chase of cars or flats in Idissia or for the 
small sums to obtain clothiing, electronic equipment, 
furs etc some of v/hicli they would intend to sell 
on their return to Russia. 



15 . Any significant borrowing of money, either 
witliin or outside tlie community is frov.ned on. 

There are of course plenty of small fiddles and 
the usual sort of borrov/ing of Simall sums, but 
anybhing of a serious nature would bo regarded most 
gravely by the authorities. 









A criine of the mont iscrioun proportions . 

would be for a RuGcion to hold an account with * 

a local company. Even ilio ubiquitous credit 
card can only bo hold by the Directors of the large 
liussian firms locally , and t}iis must be 
with permission from-Moscow-. Anyone found to be 
buying on account from, local ‘ firms v/ould be 
in groat trouble. Any official complaint 
from the business concerned , over a Russian 
holding an account for his firm coiild cause 
the Russian to be charged v;ith robbing the Soviet 
state, and in Russia this is a crime which can 
be punished by death. .* 

Russian money, in excess of a very small 
sum must not be taken abroad - and selling 
roubles for profit - locally “ would 

again be a crime against "the State, for 
which jjniprisonment would be mandatory.

On the vdiole aiiy suggestion they tliey 
were obtaining money'from this source was 
regarded as a pi'ovocation, but if a Russian 
does accept money from a lottery and does not 
report it, again he would be.in trouble. 

20. ' On the whole shop-lifting is alv/ays regarded 

as a provocation , even though there 

have been many cases where the Russian community ,» 
has Joiown perfectly well that the individual 
is guilty. 


22. All drivers, v/hether in Russia or abroad 
fiddle the petrol account. There is no problem 
in drav/ing as much petrol as is required, and 
whenever possible drivers v^ill attempt to make 

a dishonest.rouble by disposing of some of the 
petrol for cosh. This is a serious crime, but of 
course very difficult to prove. 

23 . An intelligence officer, in subraittihg a 
bill, for a meal,.has to certify that at least 
tv;o people were involved in that meal. Any 
suggestion that phoney bills v/ere being submitted 
could lead to an investigation. 

24. Any presents received by any Russian trade 
official are supposed to be handed over to the 
house manager for disposal. At Christmas time 
most of the trade officials spend a lot of time 
visiting firms in order to collect tlieir gifts 
in person, and so avoid handing them over.

27 . . As a finale GOLDFINCH, v;ith bated breath, 
'mentioned the question of venereal diseases 

and implied that to catch this would be the most 
serious of crimes. Any Russian suspected of being 
in such a condition v/ould be shipped back to 
Russia immediately for the fullest investigation, 
and his family and colleagues would be regarded 
v/ith great suspicion. GOLDFINCH added no suggestions 
as to how such a state could be induced or 
exploited. ; •
